Flexible Quebec 


It came as no surprise late Wednes-

Dear Dr. Carl: How common are otter on 
Victoria’s waterfront? After living in Cordova 
Bay for over 26 years we were thunderstruck 
to come across three lying on a rock, their 
necks stretched out in curiosity (our dog in the 
same attitude only a few feet away).

Otters are relatively common -along the 
entire coast of the province and several family 
groups are known to occur in the vicinity of 
Victoria.

+ Often the only clues to 
their presence are piles of 
broken crab shells and 
droppings composed of 
much shelly material. Such 
signs may be found on 
@lmost any rocky beach 
above high tide mark, but 
usually away from habitations, 

Dens are usually located under roots of 
trees or amorig large bowlders fairly close to 
water, either fresh or salt. Well beaten paths 
are often conspicuous in the immediate area, 
which ‘fact also may provide a clue to the 
presence. of these animals. 1 

One family of otters lived for many years 
in the Inner Harbor near Johnson Street bridge 
and descendants are probably still there. Some 
years ago a member of this group distin- 
guished himself in a rather remarkable way. 


He was captured and transferred to Stanley ~ 


Park in Vancouver @® a potential mate for a 
female already in captivity there. While being 


_ bel! in.a temporary enclosure the new arrival 


éscaped and in a very few days turned up in 
his old haunts again — a remarkable case of 
homing. ability. 

The animal we are so discussing is the 
river otter, not the sea otter, which is a 
related species, It is true that-our so-called 
river otter is most often seen in salt water 
Along the coast but it also frequents the 
freshwater systems of the province and is 
equally at home on land,

The sea otter, on the other hand, lives 
almost entirely in salt water. At one time it 
was probably fairly common along certain 
-parts of our coast but now it is absent 
although individual sightings ere occasionally 
reported.

Any rock that.is temporarily 
exposed is likely to be used, particularly if it is 
located so the animal can wiggle quickly into 
the water if danger threatens. 

Seals may sleep on such rocks or bars but 
it is more likely that they spend the night in 
the water, probably in a sheltered bay: Here 
they may doze either near the surface or on 
the bottom, rising at more or less regular 
intervals of 10 minutes or so to take a fresh 
breath. The process is automatic yet the 
animal seems to be able to waken instantly if 
necessary to escape from a predator or other 
threat. 

Our seals do not have a fixed migratory 
pattern; their movements seem to be governed 
largely by availability of food and the need for 
a hauling-out area for pupping. Hence they 
may appear in numbers wherever there is a 
fish run on and females tend to congregate in 
May. and June at certain favorite spots to give 
birth.

Premier Bennett is a master of showmanship and he's. 
proving it again this week. 

Everyone knows that if he weren’t premier, Mr.’ Bennett 
would earn a pretty good living’as a juggler. What most peo- 
ple keep forgetting is that hr could do just as Well as a magi- 
cian, 

And certainly he’s pulling off the old 
hand-is-quicker-than-the-eye bit just now 
in Ottawa. 

While all ‘his political opponents are 
crying out “gotcha at last” as they 
tumble over each other proclaiming he’s. 
in ‘serious financia}, difficulty on the 
Peace and Columbia. programs, Mr. Ben 
nett_only smiles back, offering them his 
chin as a target. 

His calculated silence may well be an 
effort to goad his enemies into one all-out 
lunge—accusations that he's so flat broke 
no one Will loan him money. Then, step- 
ping to one side-at the last moment, he'll clout.them over 
the head as they sail by with a little lead pipe he has up his 
sleeve. 

AN ILLUSION? 

Just as the magician’s illusions depend on him tricking ‘an 
audience into watching the wrong thing at the right time, so 
Mr. Bennett must be chuckling at’ the hullabaloo over his 
brief to Ottawa demanding $100 million on preposterous 


‘ It certainly sounds like a cry of desperation. But stop a 
moment, Does it sound like our premier? . 
Can you picture his face, so recently proud 
on the covers of Time Magazine, screwed up into a humble, 
imploring mien turned towards Ottawa as a last hope? 4 
I can but under.only one cireumstance—it’s a trap. 
T’ve little doubt myself that-he is short of the

They've been 
through the humilitation of dancing his tune (on the Columbia 
Treaty mostly) because he controlled Real .Caouette when

Pearson minority government. 
Since Mr. Caouette could not stay the guillotine for him 
now, there must be some other plan in the premier’s mind. 
I think that he’s pleased to see everyone watching with 


fascination the tumbril's preparation in the conference rooms | 


of the Chateau Laurier—because that makes it easier for the 
Scarlet Pimpernel lurking in the House of Commons further 
up the hill. 

And it is the Bank of B.C. charter—to be given to his old 
confidant Einar Gunderson—that will rescue Mr. Bennett 
from the Liberals who would deliver him for execution in the 
money market. | ie 

That charter is now going through its final and most cru- 
-clal test—the Commons finance committee, where some seri- 
ous threats began looming for it in the hard questioning given 
Mr. Gunderson a few days ago about his preferences when it 
comes to deciding where to loan money: Most people seem 
to have forgotten all about that interesting question during 
the ensuing furore surrounding the premier’s brief. 


BIGGER PLUM ; 

But, remember, besides turning over all day-to-day cash 
flow accounts of the government and its Crown corporations 
to a Bank of B.C. (headquartered in Vancouver and headed 
by Mr Gunderson or one of“his friends), Mr. Bennett also 
has an even bigger plum to hand a new bank trying to jump 
through the stiff: competition ‘the established banks would 
give it. 

He has boasted several times that he now has on deposit 
in several banks more than $100 million in cash that he does 
not need on a day-to-day basis. 

If he deposits all of that in a lump sum in the new bank, 
its future is assured because under the federal reserve bank 
system we have in Canada every dollar it holds on deposit 
entitles it to apply for an $8 credit from the Bank of Canada. 

Instantly—without any other depositers—the new Bank of 
B.C. would be in business with some $800 million to lent. 

British-Columbia’s minister of finance could - insist the 
| bank pay him a premium interest for a deposit of $100 mil- 
lion (and he always does shop around for the best interest 
rate, getting 5 per cent for a similar amount from then Pre- 
mier Jean Lesage of Quebec). 

Under the circumstances, with money being so tight, the 

j oe minister might be able to obtain a payment of say 4 
5 per cent for his deposit for sound business reasons. 


FIRST CUSTOMER 


Then, with $800 million to lend out, guess who the bank 
would see as its first customer? You can’t? Why, it would 
be the fiscal agent for money-hungry B.C. Hydro. 

A $200 million loan, say, at a favorable interest rate of 5 
to 6 per cent (such a Valuable first customer for a new-born 
bank, you know) would tide over the Authority neatly—much 
better treatment than it could expect from the federal govern 
ment or the bond market. 

And, of course, the finance minister and the B.C. Hydre 
fiscal agent are the same person—Premier Bennett.
